INTRODUCTION 

The Returns for Warwickshire appear to be complete. The 
total area presented as inclosed is 7,948 acres, besides 5,795 i 
acres ingrossed. This is a smaller area than any of the 
counties Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Northamptonshire, and 
Oxfordshire, from which we have considerable Returns. From 
what Rous has told us of inclosures in Warwickshire ' it may 
be suspected that this result is due less to a comparatively 
slow progress of inclosure in this county than to the fact 
that inclosure had advanced to a great extent at a compara- 
tively early date.^ 

In Warwickshire we find, on the other hand, a larger area 
inclosed for parks, i.e. for sport, than in any of the other 
counties mentioned above, viz. 72 2 1 acres. This may indi- 
cate a soil too poor to be worth careful cultivation or resi- 
dent landowners sufficiently wealthy to be able to indulge in 
such luxuries. The wealth of landowners again suggests a 
developed system of inclosure ; ' which is probably the correct

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explanation. The agricultural revolution was, even during the 
period within the limits of the Commission, being carried 
through more drastically than in Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Northamptonshire, and Oxfordshire, the area inclosed to 
pasture bearing the proportion of 86 to that enclosed as 
arable, fractions being omitted. 

Among the four Hundreds, that of Knightlovv, which 
includes Coventry, on the east of the county, bordering on 
Northamptonshire, returns the largest area of inclosure, 3,106 
acres in all, of which 2,872 are pasture, aiid only 234 arable, 
proportions of g2'4 and 7'5 per cent, respectively. The move- 
ment towards pasture was thus more pronounced than in the 
county generally. The same may be said of the Hundred which 
follows in the extent of area inclosed, that of Kington in the 
south-east of the county, where it juts out into Gloucester- 
shire and Oxfordshire. Here 2,5 32^ acres are presented as 
inclosed, 2,278 to pasture, and 254^ to arable, proportions 
(fractions omitted) of 90 to 10 per cent. Yet Leland in his 
f Itinerary,' which was made during the years 1536-32, twice 
insists upon this generalisation : ' I learned at Warwike that 
the most part of the Shire of Warwike that lyeth as Avon 
River descendeth on the right Hand or Ripe of it is in Arden 
. . . and the ground in Arden is much enclosed, plentifull of 
Grasse, but not of Corne. The other Part of Warwikeshire 
that lyeth on the left Hand or Ripe of Avon River, much to 
the South, is for the most part Champain, somewhat barren of 
Wood, but plentiful of Corne.' ' This last applies particularly 
to the Hundred of Kington, with its 90 per cent, of inclosure 
to pasture between 1485 and 1517. What, then, must have 
been the actual proportion of corn to pasture land in the 
west of the county ? Here, it may be inferred, the agricul- 
tural revolution had been mainly carried through before the 
accession of Henry VH. And this conclusion is strengthened 
by the Returns of the Inquisition, In the Hundred of Barlich-

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Way, in which Arden is situate, only 583^ acres are presented 
as inclosed, and of this 318^ acres only are inclosed to pasture 
as against 265 inclosed to arable, proportions (fractions 
omitted) of 54 and 45 per cent, respectively. The movement 
to inclosure in general and to conversion from arable to 
pasture in particular, was here clearly at an end. 

In the county taken as a whole, the Table ' Yearly Progress 
of Inclosure ' shows it to have been in full vigour in 1491-1 500. 
During those years 170 acres are returned as inclosed to 
arable, against 2,856 acres inclosed and converted to pasture. 
Most of this was in the Hundreds ' on the left Hand or Ripe 
of Avon River,' Knightlow and Kington. The increase over 
the preceding six years was 14285 per cent, of arable and 
819-8 per cent, of pasture inclosed. But with this decade 
it is apparent that the movement of inclosure to pasture had 
spent its force. The following ten years (1501-10) show a 
decline of 6 per cent, in conversions to pasture only ; the 
inclosure of arable land increased by 10794 P^r cent. The 
septennate of 1511-17 shows a further decline of 54'9i per 
cent, of inclosed pasture. Considering the high prices of 
wheat and wool during those seven years, it can scarcely be 
doubted that the decline must have been connected with the 
legislation against inclosures, with this Inquisition, and with 
the subsequent proceedings against inclosers. The decline 
of 6 per cent, in 1 501-10 is synchronous with a much heavier 
fall in the price of wool, and may be attributed to that cause, 
for inclosures of arable increased by I07"94 per cent, and this 
was accompanied by arise of 7-8 percent, (s^- o|<5?. to 5^. 5i^-) 
in the price of the quarter of wheat. In the septennate 1511- 
17 the only increase in any form of inclosure was of 42-2 in 
arable or ecclesiastical land. In inclosure to pasture there 
was a fall of 54'9i per cent. 

The part played by inclosing ecclesiastics or their tenants 
in Warwickshire was not a great one. The total percentage 
of ecclesiastical to lay land inclosed is 1572 to 84-27, exceed- 
ing by some 5 per cent, the proportion of inclosures upon 
ecclesiastical land in Buckinghamshire, but considerably 
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below the 25-28 and 35 per cent, of Berks, Northants, and 
Oxfordshire respectively. The inclosures of ecclesiastical land 
had a slight tendency to the inclosure of arable rather than 
of pasture, being I9'04 per cent, of the whole arable inclosed. 
The same tendency has already been remarked in Bucks. 
The percentage of evictions and displacements from employ- 
ment on ecclesiastical land is 1871, a figure but slightly in 
excess of the proportionate area of ecclesiastical to lay land, 
but indicating, so far as it goes, that, as in Berkshire, North- 
ants, and Oxfordshire, ecclesiastics or their tenants did not 
err on the side of indulgence. The Table ' Status of actual 
I nclosers 'proves, however, that this rigour was due rather to 
the action of the tenants of ecclesiastical land than to the 
ecclesiastical landlords themselves. Still even these show a 
smaller area per person displaced than do the lay proprietors, 
an evidence that when they did embark upon agricultural 
improvements they were the more thorough of the two classes 
in their methods. 

The Table of ' Number of Inclosures and Distribution of 
Areas according to Tenures and Tenancies ' shows us that of 
the land in hand of owners Sg'io per cent, was in the hands 
of lay and 54'96 of ecclesiastical owners. This is a very large 
proportion and makes it clear that the ecclesiastics of Warwick- 
shire were amongst the farming clergy of the period. When 
we come to examine the proportions in the hands of free- 
holders and manorial lords respectively, we come to the 
conclusion that the ec;lesiastics in question were chiefly the 
dignified clergy and monastic houses, since these held 6579 
per cent, of the total ecclesiastical land in hand. The large 
proportion of 8o'45 per cent, of the total of lay land which was 
in hands of the lay lords of manors shows a wealthy resident 
gentry, even to a greater extent than in Bucks and Leicester- 
shire. While no mention of copyholds occurs, the fixity of 
tenure indicated by leaseholds appears to have advanced further 
on ecclesiastical than upon lay land, being 8578 per cent, of 
ecclesiastical as contrasted with 6273 per cent, of lay land let. 
The average areas inclosed on lay and ecclesiastical land were 
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38'49 as against 39*o6, as nearly as possible equal. The same 
practical equality appears in the areas attached to messuagia. 
Minor tenants, the occupants of cottages, were somewhat better 
off upon lay land, with an average area attached of 8'28 acres, 
than upon ecclesiastical land, with an average area of 5-25 
acres. The population was slightly thinner upon ecclesiastical 
land, being at the rate of five instead of six inhabitants to a 
messuage. In this respect Warwickshire is as Berks and 
Bucks. Judged by the number of persons dependent upon a 
ploughland, the standard of comfort on the two classes of 
estate was much the same. A ploughland of 37'5 acres 
supported S'6 persons on lay land, one of 44'2 acres "J't, 
persons on ecclesiastical land. 

The rental values of lay land in Warwickshire are consi- 
derably higher than those of ecclesiastical land, being \s. ^\d., 
as contrasted with g\d. an acre. But it is to be observed 
that this difference is due, not to a greater indulgence on the 
part of ecclesiastical landlords to their tenants, but apparently 
to the inferior quality of the land held in hand by ecclesi- 
astical owners. In fact, for arable the ecclesiastical landlords 
exacted a rent of is. an acre as compared with the 5^^. an 
acre for arable on lay land. The rent of lay pasture was id. 
an acre more than that of ecclesiastical pasture (is. i\d. to 
IS. o^d.), and the whole average rent of land let was only ^d. 
higher in the lay than in the ecclesiastical schedule.

lated six Messuages and two Cottages therein ; which I take to be a third 
part thereof (Inq. super Depop.

Dugdale, however, can hardly fail to have read the whole of these entries, 
as the numerous citations of this Inquisition show. This carelessness must 
be borne in mind when differences occur between Dugdale's version and 
the original Returns.

1 'Wormeleighton.' Wormleighton, Dugdale and modern. 

This is one of the most instructive entries in the Inquisition. The 
improved rental value of the lands when inclosed was 50 per cent, higher 
than before, which sufficiently shows the inducement to inclose on a large 
scale. It must be remembered that during this decade the average price 
of wool per tod was 6s. o^d., a rise from the 4^'. 8^d. of the previous decade 
amounting to 28-3 per cent. The much greater rise of rent points to 
active competition for land. Compare, however, this rise with the extra- 
ordinary rise of 173 per cent, since 15 12 at ChurchehuU, Oxfordshire 
p. 360, n. I, cf p. 65, sitpra).

The omission of the cottage and the 
number of ploughs shows this note to have been really taken from the 
Inquisition of 151 8 and not from that of 1517, and points to the restora- 
tion of four of the ten ploughs put down according to the former Inqui- 
sition, and of 36 of the displaced inhabitants (60 - 24 = 36), The state- 
ment as to the number of houses is apparently from his own observation.

movement between 15 17 and 1547, viz. from 64 to 180 acres, and three 
more houses ; an increase of inclosed land amounting to i8r2 per cent, 
and of houses to 100 per cent. Dugdale proceeds, speaking of William, 
son and heir to William Grey the elder, the lessee in this text, 'who, 
surrendring that Lease, purchased the inheritance thereof from those 
Canons, for a Fee Farm Rent of 13/. 13.?. i,d. per An. And in 10 
H. VIII., when the statute of Inclosures was lookt into, re-edifyed four 
of the said Messuages (Inq. super Depop. 3 E. VI.)' {Ibid.). This is a 
side-light upon the effects of this inquiry. The rent of the 'feodi firma' 
of Wodebevyngton is given as stated by Dugdale in the Monast. vi. 225. 
' ' I ... priorissa Alonasterii de Roxall.' Possibly Isabella Aste- 
ley, elected in 1431. Between this date and that of Jocosa Brome, who 
resigned in 1524, there is a gap in Dugdale's list {Monast. iv. 89), but an 
Isabella appears as prioress in 16 H. VII.

' This entry fills a gap in Dugdale's Warw. p. 373, he having been 
unable to trace the lordship of the manor between 47 E. III. (1373-74) 
when it belonged to the family of Catesby and 3 EUz. (1560-61), when it 
had already passed to the Shukboroughs. In 15 16 this Thomas Shuk- 
borough or Shukborow was sued in the Court of Requests for an inclo- 
siire of common lands at Shuckborough. Sir Edward Grevyle, Sir 
Edward Herres and John Spenser, Esquire, were appointed commis- 
sioners to take evidence. Their 'certificate' of the evidence is among 
Earl Spencer's MSS. It does not appear that the inclosures complained 
of were any of those returned in 15 17, from which it may be concluded 
that the case had been decided previously to the Inquisition.

* The tabulation of this entry, which is very confused, requires e.\- 
planation. The 530 acres are divided among four messuages, with 
assigned areas amounting in all to 220 acres. This leaves 310 acres 
apparently attached to the manor house. Of these 64 were not converted 
to pasture, but maintained as arable, which leaves 246 acres inclosed to 
pasture. The evictions belong to the four messuages and the cottage, 
none of them being assigned to the demesne of 310 acres (cf Trans. 
R.H.S. 1893, p. 246). In the case of the second messuage decayed, of 
which the acreage is illegible, I have ventured to supply, in brackets, [44], 
that being the acreage of the other two messuages, excepting the parsonage, 
and harmonising with the statistics of evictions &c. These I have con- 
jecturally apportioned. In Dugdale, Warw. p. 425, the entry appears as 
follows ; ' He (W. W.) depopulated the town in 24 H. VII., making In- 
closure of 530 acres of land ; so that there was no more than 64 acres left 
for Tillage, which were used by him as belonging to his Mannour-House 
there, and mannaged with one Plough (Inq. super Depop.

ship, converting [ziid.'] the Rest into Pasture, whereby 4 of the 5 
Messuages there being, went to Decay. In that Park he then also made 
a Pool [ih'd.J of certain Ground that had formerly been a Medow ; and 
in 20 H. VII. obtain'd in Exchange [Pat. 20 H. VII. p. 2] from the Abbot 
of Stonley, for other Lands, all that belong'd to the Monks of that House 
in this Flechamsted.' 

It will be seen that the quotation of Dugdale differs from this Return 
in important particulars. Nothing is said in the Chancery MS. to lead 
to the inference that there were only five messuages in the place. It 
appears by Dugdale's original note from the Inquisition of 3 E. VI. 
that in 1548 fresh evidence was taken of inclosures made as far 
back as 1497, a proceeding which was within Hales's commission ; 
and in the case of Astley we find that it actually took place. See 
Strype, £ccl. A/em. II. ii. 360 (Oxford, 1822). Dugdale's note of this 
entry appears to be due to a hasty reading of the MS., which is itself 
obscure ; but his statement that one half of the lordship was imparked 
certainly favours my reading of 120 acres as against his own of 40 
acres. 

This Return supplies particulars for the pedigree of the family not 
given in Dugdale.

BEDFORDSHIRE 



INTRODUCTION 

In 15 18 two commissioners sat for Bedfordshire in sub- 
stitution for Sir Andrew Wyndesore. They were Richard 
Dicons and John Plales.' Of these, Richard Dicons was 
perhaps the same as Queen Katharine's secretary of that 
name. He had, as Richard Decons, in 1509, been appointed 
joint keeper of the writs and rolls of the Common Pleas, 
probably for him a sinecure office. (S. P. Dom. H. VIII. i. 
125.) In the same year he was appointed porter of Berke- 
hamstede Castle, Herts, and of the lands called Ambrelayns 
in the same manor (ibid. 126) and also keeper of the great 
park of Fasterne, and of Bradon Forest, Wilts [ibid. 128). 
All these three appointments were made on May 22, 1509, 
the name being uniformly spelt. In 1511 he received a grant 
in survivorship of a corrody in the monastery of Warden 
{ibid. 159s), and in 1516 (when his name is spelt Dycons but 
the identity established by his description of ' keeper of writs 
in the Common Pleas ' ) he received a life pension of 6/. 13J. i,d. 
{ibid. ii. 2736). He attended the Queen at the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold in 1520 {ibid. ii. 704). He appears to have con- 
tinued as Queen Katharine's secretary, at any rate down to 1 5 29 
{ibid. iv. 6121). There were two families of the name in Bed- 
fordshire, at Marston and Samford respectively, to one of which 
he probably belonged. He was certainly a landowner, for 
among Cromwell's papers in 1533 and in 1534 are several 
notes of an office or inquisition to be taken of the lands of 
Richard Dicons {ibid. vi. 299, ix., vii. 923, x. &c.). It

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seems improbable that Cromwell would have concerned him- 
self with the devolution of these lands had they fallen to the 
Crown by escheat in default of heirs, and the existence of these 
notes, which disclose nothing, suggests the inference that 
Dicons had fallen into disgrace through his association with 
the Queen, from whom Henry had separated in 1531, and 
that his lands had been seized by the Crown. His name 
does not subsequently occur in the Domestic State Papers. 
No nominations to the commission of 15 18 have been found. 
The commissioners' names and the dates and places of their 
sittings are taken from the recitals of these Returns and 
from the subsequent proceedings in the Court of Exchequer. 
The other new commissioner was John Hales. He 
belonged to the parent stock of the family of Hales, settled 
in Kent (Hasted's 'Kent,' iv. 440, ed. 1799), and was himself 
a purchaser of land near Canterbury in the year 1529 (MS. 
R. O. Exch. Q. R. Mem. Roll 308, H. T. 20 H. VIII. inter 
commissiones, literas patentes, &c.) On Nov. 4, 1522, he was 
admitted to the office of third Baron of the Exchequer, being 
simply described as ' dilecto nobis Johanni Hales ' {ibid. Roll 
302, M. T. 14 H. VIII. m. i), but he had for a year previously 
enjoyed an annuity of 80 marks during pleasure, payable out 
of the petty customs and subsidies of the port of London 
{ibid. Roll 303, E. T. 15 H. VIII. inter brevia), a sum which 
apparently he found some difficulty in extracting {ibid. Roll 
306, E. T. 18 H. VIII. m. I dorso). In 1529, on the death 
of William Wutton, he was appointed second Baron {ibid. Roll 
308, E. T. 20 H. VIII. m. 29) and was admitted on May 17 
of that year in the presence of the Chancellor, Cardinal 
Wolsey, ' et aliorum magnatum de consilio domini Regis.' 
His name occurs in the proceedings of the Exchequer in 1536 
(ibid. Roll 316, T. T. 28 H. VIII.) and 1538 {ibid. Roll 319, 
E. T. 30 H. VIII.). In Roll 319, M. T. 30 H. VIII. m. 
60 dorso, is a recital of Letters Patent of the king, ' factis 
Johanni Smyth de officio secundi baronis huius Scaccarii,' 
in which it is stated that on May 14, 20 H. VIII. (1529), the 
king by Letters Patent bestowed the office of second Baron 
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on John Hales. The operative part then grants to John 
Smyth the reversion of the office on its vacancy by death, 
resignation, or deposition of John Halys {sk). This, at any 
rate, suggests that John Hales, though alive, was not expected 
to live long, and, as a matter of fact, his name does not 
appear upon later Rolls of the Court of Exchequer. John 
Smyth sits in his place in the succeeding Term (cp. Foss, 
' Lives of the Judges,' v. 185). These details are given because 
the chairman of Somerset's commission of IS49 vi^asalso John 
Hales, of the county of Warwick, who again has been con- 
fused by Strype, and Dugdale following him, with another 
John Hales, clerk of the Hanaper under Queen Mary. See 
p. 4, n. I, supra. 

The objects and character of the Inquisition of 15 18 will 
be discussed in the Appendix, where Dugdale's notes of the In- 
quisitions of 1517 and 1518 for Warwickshire will be found 
printed- This Inquisition is plainly largely supplementary, 
filling up those particulars as to tenure of which pressure 
of time had probably prevented the investigation in 1517. 
Scanty though they are, the Returns are probably com- 
plete as they stand. It is an indication of the supple- 
mentary character of this Return that seven out of the 
nine Hundreds are represented, which makes it the more to 
be regretted that the original Inquisition for 1517 has not 
been preserved, seeing that it left so few lacuncB to be made 
good. In conformity with the model followed in the case of 
other counties a Table has been prepared showing the pro- 
portions borne by the areas inclosed to the areas of the 
Hundreds, but this presents nothing instructive in view of the 
fragmentary nature of the Returns. 

The proportion of inclosures to arable and pasture, the 
total being 822 acres, are 31 '3 and 68'6 per cent, respectively. 
The Table ' Yearly Progress of Inclosures ' shows the same 
decline in inclosures, both arable and pasture alike, on ecclesi- 
astical estates as has appeared elsewhere, and the same 
significantly larger decline of ecclesiastical pasture inclosed 
immediately prior to the Inquisition. ^ These figures are an 
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answer to those who maintain that legislation was entirely 
inoperative to check the movement The proportion to the 
whole of the total area of ecclesiastical land, however, was 
lower than in other counties, being only 7^29 per cent. It 
is impossible upon such scanty data to hazard a conjecture 
whether this truly represented the participation of lay and 
ecclesiastics respectively in the inclosing movement in Bed- 
fordshire. The evictions of six persons from ecclesiastical 
land correspond very closely to this proportion. 

The Table showing the ' Number of Inclosures and Dis- 
tribution of Areas ' suggests that the agricultural economy 
of Bedfordshire was rather one of small ownerships than of 
great estates, only 25 per cent, of the land in owners' hands 
belonging to lay lords of manors. In this respect Beds, 
Oxon, and Berks stand together, the other counties exhibiting 
a larger area of inclosures by lords of manors. Lay copyholds 
figure upon a small scale in Bedfordshire, but while there are 
no farm tenancies, leaseholds of lay land are 81 "81 per cent- 
of all lay land let. 

Upon ecclesiastical estates there was no inclosure of arable. 
The Table ' Status of actual Inclosers ' shows that there was 
not much difference in the rigour with which laymen and 
ecclesiastics respectively carried out their improvements. 
The data showing the average number of persons connected 
with messuages and ploughlands are too scanty to justify any 
conclusions. 

The Table of Rental Values shows that inclosed arable in 
Bedfordshire commanded is. an acre as against g{d. for 
pasture. In this respect Bedfordshire resembles Berks, for 
there also arable was valued higher, viz. at gd. as against 
y^d. for pasture. It is to be observed, on the other hand, 
that though Berkshire wool was rated in 1454 at g^s. ^d. a 
sack and Bedfordshire wool at only 80^., the pasture rents of 
Berkshire, like the arable, were lower than those of Bedfordshire. 
While, in conformity with the better rents for inclosed arable, 
the proportion of inclosures of arable was greater in Berks, in 
Beds, though with that exception greater than in other

counties, it was only 31 -3 to 68 6, a sign that the quantity of 
land superior in remunerativeness as inclosed arable was 
comparatively limited. The lowest rental value is that of 
8^. for inclosed pasture in the hand of an ecclesiastical free-i 
holder, the highest is. 2d. for arable in the hand of lay lords 
of manors.

In most humble wyse shewith vnto your grace your 
dayly Oratour John Spencer of Wormeleighton in the 
Countie of Warr[ewick] that where oon sir Symond Mount- 
ford knight was seasid of the maner of Wormeleighton forseid, 
and so seasid was atteynted for treason doon ayenst the noble 
prince king Henry the viith by reason wherof the seid maner 
with all other londes and tenementes whiche were the seid 
Symondes were forfayt to his grace, and he so beyng therof 
seasid, by his lettres patentes graunted the seid maner of 
Wormeleighton to oon William Coope then being Cofforer 
to his grace, to haue to hym his heyres and assignes for evir, 
paying therfore to the king and to his heyres yerely xx markcs, 
Whiche was then but of the valew of viij li., and so the Rent 
was encreased to the king by the seid William when he in- 
closed the seid maner to xx markes a yere, and so duly payd 
yerely, and the same William Coope afore the tyme of In- 
closur purchasid of the meane lordes within the same lordship 
all the rest of the londes and tenementes within the seid lord- 
ship And so the said William Coope inclosid the same 
lordship of Wormleighton long tyme byfore the seid John 
Spencer bought the seid lordship of the seid William Coope 
to his great cost and charge whiche hathe cost hym to the 
seid William and his Executours xx hundreth poundes wher- 
upon he made hym a dwelling place, where he had noon to 
inhabit hym self in his countrey where he was borne, for at

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Hodnell where he dwelt byfore he had yt no longer but 
duryng the nanage of his vnkyls son whiche now there 
dwellith and hathe doon this iij yeris, and so this iij yeris the 
seid John Spencer hathe be in bylding in Wormeleighton to 
his great cost and charge. 

And first in bilding and mayntenyng of the Churche 
and bought all Inhornamentes, as Crosse, Bookes, Coope, 
Vestementes, Chalisis, and Sensers, for all the Churche gere 
that was within the Churche at the tyme when hubands- 
men were there inhabyted was not worthe vj li. for they 
had neuir seruis by note for they were so poore and lyvd 
so poorely that they had no bookes to syng seruis on in 
the Churche. And where they neuir had but one preste, 
I haue had and intende to haue ij or iij. And also he 
hathe byldid and inhabitid iiij howsis. And men women 
and childryn dwelling in them. And so what with his owne 
hows, and the other iiij howsis ther ys within xx persons 
asmoche people as was in the towne byfore. And where 
ther ys noo wood nor tymber growing within xij or xiiij 
myle of the same lordship the seid John Spencer hathe there 
set trees and sowyn Acornys for tymber and wood, and doble 
dykyd and set with almaner of wood bothe in the heggerowes, 
and also betwixt the hegges adioynyng to the old hegges that 
William Coope made before in the seid lordship wherupon 
now growith moche wood whiche ys all redy growen to the 
profute of all them that shuld dwell in the said lordship, as 
also to the Cuntrey adioynyng thervnto, for in those partes 
ther ys no wood, so that the pore men of the cuntrey are 
fayne to bren the strawe that theire cattell shuld lyvc by, 
therfore yt were a great losse to dystroy those hegges for yt 
ys a gretter commodyte then eyther corne or grasse in thoo 
partes, for they were set to the most Increce of wood that 
myght be devysid at the great cost and charge of the seid 
John Spenser as furst in purchasing bylding begging and 
dyching of the same whiche hathe byn to hym a mervelous 
charge aboue all men and most losse shal haue yf ye be not 
good and gracios lord to hym in the same for he hathe noon 
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Other pastur lefte hym now in his cuntrey but the same. 
VVhiche yf now shuld be put in tyllage and noon of that 
reseruyd that when tyllage for pastur seuerall reseruyd for 
his cattell yt shuld be to his vttour vndoyng for his lyuyng ys 
and hathe byn by the brede of cattell in his pastures, for he 
ys neythir bycr nor seller in comon markettes as other 
grasyers byn, but lyuyth by his owne brede of the same 
pastures, and sold yt when it was fatt to the Citie of London 
and other places yerely as good chepe in all this v or vi 
yeris past as he dyd in other yeres when they were best 
chepe within ij s in a beste, and ij d in a shepe, and he hathe 
bred and fed within the said lordship whiche was neuir good 
for come as the cuntrey will testefye more cattell this vi yeres 
then was bred in the lordship when the towne was inhabit in 
XX yeres afore or shalbe in xx yeres after yt shalbe in- 
habytid.

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he cannot do in so short space to folow the Iniunccion but to 
his vndoing, for he shall dystroy all his cattell that ys going 
on the same grounde for lak of mete, for yf he shuld sell his 
cattell now in the ded tyme of wyntyr, he shuld lose and sell 
yt for half the money that yt ys vvorthe, for he hathe no maner 
of fatt cattell now lefte hym at this tyme but his brede. And 
to put downe his hegges that be now redy growen whiche be 
now XX yeris olde whiche be now growyn full of almaner of 
wood, to great proffute and oone of the grettest commodyte 
in that cuntrey, above come or grasse. And also to the greate 
proffute of the tenauntes that shall Inhabyte within the seyd 
lordship for ther ys very lytill wood growing within xiiij myle 
of the same.

' This suggests the loss of a membrane between xlix and Ij. Eut this is not the case, for 
membrane 8a continues a presentment of membrane 81, the two being beyond doubt consecutive ; 
moreover, lower in the same membrane and page occurs the figure 1, showing a consciousness of 
some confusion. 

" This suggests that membrane 78 should follow membrane 80. But membranes 80 and 79 run 
on consecutively like membranes 80 and 81. Membrane 78 begins a fresh presentment. 

Tt is to be inferred from the series xlvj-lix that the arrangement of the membranes now adopted 
is correct, though the modern numeration is sadly defective. This is explicable on the ground 
that some kind of provisional numeration must necessarily have been made prior to the transcrip- 
tion of the membranes, and considerable pains were expended to attain such results as we have. 

The alphabetical notation refers generally to inclosures by the Abbot of Abingdon, and was no 
doubt adopted for the purpose of collecting the cases against him. 

The second series of Roman numerations is very imperfect. It repeats iiij and supplies no 
notation until xiiij. _ This coincides both with the modern arrangement and the first series of 
Roman numerations in recognising membrane 71 as the last of those now preserved. 

Obviously none of the series tells us anything as to the number of membranes missing at 
the end. See Introduction, p. gi. 

It must be remembered in this, as in all the other counties, that the margins are particularly 
faded and damaged, and the marginal notes in consequence very difficult to decipher. It is highly 
probable that some of the numerations have ceased to be visible.

Taking each entry as a unit, the average area to a virgate in Bucks is 26-42 
acres. Taking the average by dividing the virgates into the sum of the acres 
returned (1,515), the result is 32-2 acres.

Taking each entry as a unit, the average area to a carucate in Bucks is 40-16 
acres. Taking the average by dividing the carucates into the suin of acres 
returned, the result is 28 -8 acres. Since in Bucks, as in Northants, Oxon, and 
Warwickshire, the carucate is always defined — a sign that its use is going out 
of date — there is no need to decide between the two methods.

Mt is perfectly possible that there is a loss of three membranes here, as xxx might seem to 
ndicate. If so, series (i), which gives xxvij as the numeration of membrane 31, must be of later 
date. The series which gives vij, however, corroborates series (i). Series (2), which gives xj, 
is altogether puzzling ; for, if this numeration began, as is presumable, at j, and three membranes 
were lost, then it should be x, and not xj. Series (i) is consecutive ; and, though incomplete, 
series (3) is, excluding xxx, also consecuiive, vij being the correct numeration beginning from j. 
On the other hand, xxx is isolated. The balance of evidence, therefore, is in favour of the 
document as being, so far, consecutive and complete. The mystery of xxx fo. is not solved by 
supposing that the numerator began with the first membrane of Berks as j, for this membrane of 
Bucks would in that case be xx, unless we are to suppose as many as ten membranes lost. 
- ^ The coincident consecutiveness of two sets of numerations from title to colophon, both 
of them of ancient date, is strong testimony in favour of the completeness of the Buckinghamshire 
Returns.

INTRODUCTION 

This Return was discovered in the Record Office after the 
others were already in type. It has not, therefore, been pos- 
sible to print it in its alphabetical place among the other 
Returns of 1 5 17, to which year it belongs, nor has any attempt 
been made, for reasons stated above,' to analyse and tabulate 
it. Its importance is twofold. Firstly, like the Returns for 
Essex and Lincolnshire, and the Return in the Lansdowne 
MS. for Norfolk, it shows that the presentments were taken 
by Hundreds ; secondly, the preservation of this original form 
in the final Returns to Chancery, by its exclusion of the pos- 
sibility of lost entries within the defined areas, establishes the 
conclusion derived from other sources that the inclosing move- 
ment had made practically no way in the North of England. 
The names of families which are flourishing down to the 
present day will be of interest to the genealogist and local 
historian.

Secondly, 
in his Warwicks/iire, p. 398, Dugdale cites only the inclosure of 50 acres 
from the Inquisition of 15 17, and does not, as is customary with him, 
refer to the Inquisition of 1518 at all, the inference being that he over- 
looked this entry, rather than that he identified it with the previous return. 
Thirdly, though Dugdale's accuracy is far from unimpeachable, the areas 
are different. Fourthly, a fresh inclosure by Ric. Browne, priest of the 
chantry of Chelmescote, occurs in this Inquisition on next page.

If any further evidence be 
needed that such is the character of this Return, and that it is not a fresh 
set of inclosures, &c., it is to be found in Dugdale's addition to his cita- 
tion of the Inquisition of 15 17, ' So that now there is not above 4 houses 
left in all the village' {Warwickshire, I.e.).

' Although a large inclosure of 192 acres by William Brown, accom- 
panied by the putting down of four ploughs and two messuages and 
eviction of 16 persons, has already been returned in the Inquisition of 
1 5 17, this seems to have been an independent case. The manor was in 
the Crown and the incloser was probably a leaseholder, for in 150S the 
manor was leased for 40 years to Richard Hungerford and John Hopper 
( IVarwickskire, p. 397). This circumstance, coupled with the similarity 
of name, suggests that the families of Hungerford and Hugford were the 
same, though Dugdale does not appear to identify them. 

- This is an entry not easy to interpret. The Returns of 15 17, after 
recording the inclosure of 100 acres and destruction of two messuages 
by two freeholders, and the inclosure of 120 acres and destruction of 
three messuages by Sir W. Danvers, the lord of the manor, adds, 'et 
dicta hameletta de Vpton totaliter destruitur.' From this it is evident 
that the Return of 15 18 cannot be the destruction of another house. 
Moreover, Dugdale having his notes of both Inquisitions before him, in 
his IVarwickskire only cites this one (cf note on Weston, p. 415, supra) 
' which Will. [Danvers] depopulated i mess, and inclosed xxviij Acres of 
Land and cc Acres of Pasture in this Place ' ( Warw. p. 390). I take 
it, therefore, to be a return of the proceedings of Danvers up to that 
time, indicating on the one hand fresh inclosures by him of 108 acres, 
but, on the other, the restoration of two messuages. I have therefore 
entered the 108 acres in the table of Returns additional to those ot 
1517 and the restoration of the two messuages in the Table of Restitu- 
tions of Inclosures, &c. It is to be observed in support of this that his 
new inclosure was chiefly of pasture, and only of 28 acres arable. It 
may, of course, be that this was an altogether independent inclosure, 
prior to that of 1499 presented in 1517. Such an instance occurs, as has 
been seen, in Walton DeulU (p. 652, n. 2, supra). But the probabiHties 
are greater in favour of the identity of the cases with those returned in 
the previous year.

Possibly it was this subsequent in- 
closure which gave rise to the inquiry at or following upon the present- 
ment of 1 5 18.

' This repeats the recital of the Chancery Returns, but with the 
substitution for the names of the original incloser William Cope, who had 
died in 15 13 (G. Baker's Hist, of Norihampionshire, i. 748), and of John 
Spencer, Esq., lord of the manor at the time of the Inquisition of 1517 
(seep.

acres (see pp. 415, 653, supra). As Dugdale tells us, citing this last 
Inquisition, that this included all the (arable) land of the village except 
eighty acres attached to the manor house, it may be inferred that the 
return of 1549 does not represent a new inclosure of arable. Nor, since 
the area is a hundred acres larger than that of the inclosure of 1 509, does 
it correspond with the inclosure returned in 1517. Dugdale mentions 
that in 37 H. VIII. (1546), this William Sheldon, who had acquired the 
manor from Kebyll's representatives, ' obtained license from the king 
to impark ccc. Acres of Land, Meadow, Pasture, and Wood, to be called 
by the name of Weston Park for ever,' &c. ( Warw. 417). It is true that 
previous entries have shown an anachronistic indifference to the real 
name of the incloser, but the object of this was to point to the person 
legally responsible in 1549, and they do not support the hypothesis that 
an inclosure really made by Sheldon may have been ascribed to Kebyll. 
We know, too, from the Lansdowne MS. returns for Gloucestershire, that 
inclosures made with licence were not returned {Trans. R.H.S., 1894, 
p. 29s). Moreover, Dugdale makes no mention of the destruction of 
houses for Sheldon's imparcation, and it may even be inferred from his 
language that there were no more houses left to destroy. On the whole, 
then, I incline to the view that this presentment implies that fifty acres 
and one house, possibly also the cottage, had been replaced in their 
former condition, leaving the inclosei^'s representatives liable for the rest 
of the presentments of 15 17 and 15 18. 

' 'This Manhour, inter alia, was in 13 H. 7 " allotted to him the said 
Edward [Belknap], who made much Depopulation and Inclosure here ; 
but being one of the Esquiers of the Body of Plenry 7, in 24 of that 
kings Raign obtained a pardon for the same '' (see pp. 426, 478). And 
afterwards, viz., in 4 H. 8 past "^ it away, with other Lands, in Exchange 
unto John Cotes of Honingham in this County ; from whom it came 
to Anthony Cotes of Benefeild in Com. Northampt. Esquier, which 
Anthony in 25 H. 8 depopulated the'' Capitall Messuage and inclosed c. 
Acres of Land there' ( Waj-^v. p. 443). I have followed Dugdale, who does 
not mention the decay of the second messuage and the two cottages, so 
far as to assign the 100 acres, as the form of the entry sesms to warrant, 
exclusively to the capital messuage. Cowel {Intcrpr.) notices s.v. that 
' Messuagiumin Scotland signifies the principal place or Dwelling-Housa 
within a Barony, which we call a Mannor-House.'

— 'The 
mannour ' appears here, like ' manerium,' &c., to stand for the Manor 
house. The average area of the virgate, or yardland, in Warwickshire 
is, in round numbers, 20 acres, upon which basis the area inclosed 
would be 100 acres. ' Thomas Morton Esquier, ... in 37 H. 8 past 
it to Thomas Hunks' (F. levat. T. Pasch. 37 H. VIII). Warw. p. 445. 
Among Dugdale's MSS. is a note : 'E primo libro cedularum de libera- 
cionibus in Scaccario ex parte Rememoratoris Thesaurarii excerpta,' as 
follows : ' Hunckes. Thomas Huncks obiit anno 5° Phi. et M. ac 
Robertus est eius filius plene etatis (intr. al. in Glouc).

^ ' Besides this [Grenefeild's] mannour ... is there another here, at 
least in Reputation ; for in 30 H. 8 Will. Walter was possesst " thereof, in 
Right'' of Isabel his wife : which Will, demised the same to Will. Willing- 
ton Esq. . . . who in I E. 6 converted 4 Mess, here into Cottages, as 
also 200 Acres of Arable Land into Pasture ; and being seized in Fee 
Simple of one Mess, and Ix Acres of Land more, did the like by it.'

^ Here we have the date of the original inclosures by William Grey 
assigned to this fresh inclosure. 

^ This entry is remarkably like the inclosure by the same person of 
200 acres, associated with the putting down of six ploughs and the decay 
of five messuages in the same place and at the same date returned in the 
Inquisition of 1 5 17 (p. 414, supra). In that return, however, it is distinctly 
stated that to each of the messuages at least thirty acres were attached, 
whereas only the capital messuage is mentioned in this presentment. The 
inference is that this was a fresh inclosure, and as it is not mentioned in the 
Inquisition of 15 18 it was probably made after that date, notwithstanding 
that the commissioners of 1549, as in the case of Wood Bevinton, have 
saved the trouble of more particular inquiry into a case at that time, 
perhaps, a generation old, by assigning to it the date of the original 
inclosures. These assignments of date show, at any rate, that the

^ I have to thank Sir W. Throckmorton for having kindly communi- 
cated to me through Mr. John Throckmorton the information that 
Coughton Park is a wood of the area of about seventy acres, though in 
Mr. J. Throckmorton's opinion it was probably once of greater extent, 
for that much of the adjoining land appears to have been brought under 
cultivation within the last 150 or 200 years. Close to Coughton Park is 
Alcester Warren, part of the original area of which was doubtless inclosed. 
What is left of Wike, mentioned as inclosed in Dugdale's Warwickshire, 
p. 533 (cf. p. 693, infra), is ' scarcely an acre of ground surrounded by a 
moat, which was evidently in former days the position of some small 
manor house.' This lies outside, though ' close to Coughton Park,' and 
the 'common ground called Wike Wood' {IVarw. I.e.) was probably 
once part of its waste. Upon these data I shall not be guilty of an ex- 
cessive estimate if I take the additional inclosures made by Sir George 
Throckmorton in 18 H. VIII. (1527) as 32 acres, making up with the 
20J acres inclosed in 14S7 and the 18 acres inclosed in 1531, the total of 
70 acres. If any error is made it is in assigning an unduly large area to 
the inclosures of 1527 at the expense of that represented by the words 
'cum aliis terris ' &c. in the Inquisition of 15 17.

^ This is remarkable as a presentment of an inclosure dating back to 
1488-89, which had escaped presentment in 1517 and in 1518, not- 
withstanding that subsequent inclosures by Henry Smyth in 1493 are 
recorded in 15 17 (p. 43 'i supra). The explanation maybe that the com- 
missioners did not record it in 15 17 because anterior to the limit of 
retrospect fixed by. their commission at Michaelmas 4 H. VII. (14S8). 
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orset March. That Thomas Marquesse Dorset in 12° H. 7 impaled 
nynety acres of errable land, lying within the lordshipp of 
Arley, within his parke at Astley called the old parke.'

Smyth That Henry Smyth esq. imparked half of Fletchamsted Fietchamsted' 
in 12° H. 7 and the rest turned into pasture, whereby foure

(See p. 10, supra.) If this be so, the date of the inclosure must have been 
between 22 Aug., the first day , of the regnal year of Henry VII., and 
29 Sept. 1488. It has, however, already been observed that presentments 
were occasionally admitted prior to the date limited (see p. 364, n. 4). The 
instructions annexed to the commission of 1549 fixed the same limit of 
the fourth year of Henry VII., and the zeal of Hales, 'who acted very 
honestly in this commission and favourably to the commons,' may 
perhaps have stretched the interpretation of his commission so as to 
include this case. Strype, Eccl. Mem. vol. ii. Pt. i. p. 150 (ed. Oxford, 
1822). The rest of the entry, the inclosures by Henry Smyth, evidently 
refer back to the Return of 15 17, and have so been tabulated, though in 
brackets. 

' This, as appears from Dugdale's Warwickshire (p. 775), is an 
inclosure additional to that presented in 1517, see p. 450, supra. The 
date of 12 H. VII. (1497) may be inferred to be the actual date, and not, 
as in some previous cases, an event antedated, because no date at all is 
given in the Inquisition for 15 17, and the presentment was not repeated 
in 1518. 'Wedington, together with Astley, devolving to Grey, was 
inclosed and for the most part depopulated by Thomas Grey, Marquess 
of Dorset, in 7 H. VII., &c.' {Wariv. I.e.). The two places are not con- 
tiguous. 

- This entry appears to be, so far as the imparcations were concerned, 
a renewed presentment of the returns sub Flechamsted in the Inquisition 
of 15 17, for Dugdale tells us that there were originally five messuages 
at this place, of which four were suffered to decay, precisely the number 
decayed by the imparcation of John Smyth the father and the inclosure of 
Henry Smyth the son. As a matter of fact the father died after 1500 
(15 H. VII.), if Dugdale's statement in Warnv. p. 184, be trustworthy, so 
that the inclosure attributed to his son and heir Henry Smyth in 1497 
was probably in law the father's work. However, the inclosures of the 
two appear to have been presented together and to be repeated here. 
As they were not returned by the Inquisition of 1518, the inference is 
that fresh evidence, that as to the pool, was taken in 1 549. The total 
imparcations returned in 1517 were 220 acres, so that if this return is 
expressed in figures 220 acres having been imparked, 220 acres remained 
which were converted into pasture ; but the figures are bracketed in the 
tables to indicate their inferential character. In the table of Additional 
Returns (p. 684), 60 acres having been returned in 15 17, only 160 acres 
inclosed are scheduled.

' A comparison of this entry with the Inquisition of 1517 on the one 
hand and with Dugdale's Warwickshire, p. 79, on the other suggests, 
though it is extremely doubtful, that this inclosure may be identical with 
that of 30 acres recorded at a place unnamed in the Inquisition of 1517, 
immediately preceding the inclosure of 18 acres at Astley. Dugdale, it 
must be borne in mind, had access to the original returns of both In- 
ciuisitions, and in his Warwickshire he mentions two inclosures only, 
one at Astley of 30 acres, for which he cites the Inquisition of 1517, and 
one in the lordship of Arley of 90 acres. It is clear that he overlooks 
the inclosure of 18 acres at Astley returned in the Inquisition of 1517. 
I have, therefore, though with much hesitation, tabulated in brackets, to 
show its inferential character, this inclosure at Griffe as of 30 acres. 

• ' The village was in part depopulated by John Bracebrigge Esquire 
who in 19 H. 7 decayed three Messuages upon the Inclosure thereof; of 
which Lands Thomas Bracebrigge was possest in 3 E. 6.' (Esc. 3 E. VI.) 
Warw. p. 752. J. B. had previously inclosed 60 acres and imparked 10 
acres, for the former of which he was a second time presented in 1518, 
pp. 449, 654, supra. The inclosure here recorded had, like that at Stretton 
Baskeivill in 1488, escaped the researches of the two previous Inquisitions, 
or else was antedated. 

^ Now Sutton Coldfield. This anomalous entry is evidently the apo- 
logia of Bishop Harman or Veysy or Voysey, chairman of the commissioners 
of 1517 (see p. 73), and Bishop of Exeter 1519-51, and again in 1553-55 
(Le Neve's Fasti, i. 377, 8). ' The later part of his days he spent here 
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creased from x^' per annum to 58", whereof 5'' for the herbage 
of the copices. That the late parke is now employed for 
pasturage of cattell belonging to y^ Inhabitants ; viz. accord- 
ing to the old Rent xx'^ by the yeare for a cow & xF by the 
yeare for a horse or mare : And for other young cattell from 
one yeare old to three yeare old xvi**. That nyne acres in- 
closed out of part of the barren wast were soe taken in because 
much pennygrasse grew vpon them whereby sheepe often 
perished ; and partlj' for that the same place was noted for 
one of the most theevish corners in all those parts. Which 
nyne acres the Bpp. of Exeter not only inclosed, paying 
yerely to the kings fee ferme xviij*^ ; but alsoe buit [«V] there- 
vpon, and in other places adioyning, houses made of lyme 
and stone having inhabitants in them to the comfort of 
travailers. That the parish is much increased with people 
appeareth by the fullnesse of the Churche, notwithstanding 

at Sutton' {Warw. p. 641), of which he was a native. He appears from 
this entry to have done something to reverse the inclosing movement at 
this place, although he began his operations as early as 1527, 'having 
obtained of the King in 19 H. 8 certain Parcells of Inclosure here, called 
More-Crofts, and Hethe-yards and more than xl Acres of Wast with 
Hcense to inclose it.' (Pat. 19 H. VIII. p. i. Cp. S. P. Dom. H. VIII.lv. 
3747 [6].) ' The late parke ' was the park of the Earls of Warwick 
mentioned by Leland (//z«. fo. 187, a) at this time in the hands of the 
Crown, upon which he erected ' divers pretty houses of stone and placed 
his poore kinsmen in them,' &c. {ibid.) The connexion of the inclosure 
of nine acres with theft is set out by Dugdale as follows : ' And for Pre- 
vention of Robberies which were in those days frequent upon the Road 
over Bassets-Heath (leading from Lichfeild towards London) he erected 
a House upon a Piece of Wast called Cotysmore, containing 9 Acres of 
ground, lying in a kind of desert Place, near to Canwell-Yate : which 
Place as by an Autograph I have seen, was deservedly called Latronum 
spelunca et receptaculum, wherein he placed one of his own domestique 
servants to reside '( H^arzf. pp. 640, 641). It is evident from these pas- 
sages that the bishop's inclosure was not intended to be presented as an 
agricultural inclosure or conversion to pasture, and as it formed part 
of larger inclosures for similar, objects which have not been returned, I 
have hesitated to admit it into the table of inclosures, in which, indeed, 
there is no strictly appropriate schedule. The bishop was probably ac- 
quainted with John Hales, the chairman of this commission, whose home 
was at Coventry, about fifteen miles distant. See The Common Weal of 
this Realm of England, edited by E. Lamond, Cambridge, 1893, ?■ "'x. 
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the two new lies added thereto, whereas within xx yeares 
before, the Churche without those lies very well conteyned 
them.

It will be seen that none of these exactly corresponds 
with Dugdale's transcript. The conclusion seems that Dug- 
dale intended to transcribe the first of these entries only but 
missed the words ' centum et ' and erroneously read ' qua- 
draginta ' for ' quateruiginti.' Possibly because he was con- 
scious of a mistake somewhere, he says nothing as to the area, 
but simply that ' the Monks of Aucote depopulated six 
messuages and two cottages therein, which I take to be a 
third part thereof (Inq. super depop. 9 H. VIII.),' 'Warw.' 
p. 801, The third part could scarcely have been only 40 acres.

Observations on the Chancery Returns of 15 17 
compared with Dugdale's MS. Notes of the 
Inquisitions of 15x7 and 1518, on his Notes of 
the Inquisition of 1549, and on the Entries of 
Inclosures in Dugdale's 'Warwickshire.' 

The Chancery Returns state the whole of the present- 
ments to have been made at Allesley on 22 September, 9 
H, VIII. (15 17)- The notes made by Dugdale in D. i. 7 give 
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the date of 2 September, 9 H. VIII. (15 17), at Allesley, and 
I September, 10 H. VIII.(iSi8), at Warwick. This last return 
the Chancery MS. does not include. According to the Chancery 
Returns the Commissioners at Allesley on 22 September, 1517, 
were John Veysy and Rcger Wygston. According to Dugdale, 
those present on 2 September, 1517, at Allesley were John 
Veysy, John Port, Roger Wigston, and John Hales, of whom Port 
and Hales do not appear to have been originally commissioned 
at all, while Sir Andrew Wyndesore, who was a commissioner, 
was absent. See the Commission, p. 81, supra. Singularly 
enough, the jury, so far as the five enumerated by Dugdale 
are concerned, were the same and occur in the same order in 
both Dugdale and the Chancery MS., which suggests the 
suspicion that September 2 may possibly have been a mistake 
on Dugdale's part for September 22. On the other hand, 
in Exch. Q. R. Mem. Roll 299, M.T. 11 H. VIII. (1519), m. 40 
dorso, occurs a recital of the presentment in the Chancery 
MS. for inclosures at Litel Darsyngton, in which the date is 
given as 2 September, 9 H. VIII. (1517), at Allesley, John 
Veysy and Roger Wygston being stated to be the commis- 
sioners present. But this stands alone, while I have come 
across as many as ten cases of presentments before these two 
commissioners on 22 September, at Allesley. As for the com- 
missioners, after examining over 70 cases in the Exchequer 
Rolls in which recitals of presentments from various 
counties in 1517 occur, I do not find one in which either 
Port or Hales appears as of their body. All the four 
enumerated by Dugdale sat at Kenilworth on September i, 
1518, aswe know from the Exchequer Proceeding.s. They 
may very well have sat at Warwick on the same and at 
Allesley on the following day, though of this I find no trace 
in the Exchequer Rolls. In 1517 September 2 fell on a 
Wednesday and September 22 on a Tuesday, so that no 
light is thrown by the dates themselves. On the whole, the 
most probable conclusion seems to be that Dugdale has 
erroneously attached the names of the four commissioners 
of 1518 to the proceedings of 15 17. As to his date, 
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2 September, 15 17, it may be conjectured that the evidence 
was taken in certificates or slips containing one or more 
entries returned to the clerks on September 2, and that from 
these slips Dugdale transcribed ; that on September 22, 15x7, 
the certificates having been in the interval transcribed on to 
the membranes now preserved in the Record Office, the pre- 
sentments were formally received as stated in the concluding 
declaration. The membranes were filed in Chancery and 
the original certificates remained in the possession of John 
Hales, where they were noted by Dugdale. This will ac- 
count for omissions from Dugdale's tables which would 
scarcely have occurred had he worked from the Chancery 
Returns. It also explains the fact that while in the 
Chancery Returns an effort was evidently made to group 
the entries according to locality, some of them appear out of 
place, being separated from other inclosures in the same place. 
See the case of Grenborough, itifra. There are other internal 
evidences pointing to the same conclusion as to Dugdale's 
sources. The omission of the entries from Shyttyngton is 
intelligible if those certificates, being at the top of the bundle, 
had become illegible through dirt. Two entries are dropped 
at Bysshopshamton, one at Nether-Shuckburgh. It is possible 
that the last had been withdrawn for evidence in legal pro- 
ceedings, and that this was the object of the retention of the 
certificates in the hands of the commissioners. We happen 
to know from a wholly different source that such proceedings 
did take place with reference to inclosures by Shuckborough. 
More decisive is the manner in which Dugdale has treated 
the inclosure at Whitnashe. On fo. 546 of his MS. is, apparently 
interpolated after an entry of the inclosure of i mess, and xxx 
acres at Grenborough, the inclosure, &c., of 2 mess, and xl 
acres at Whitnashe by William Medley. Now this entry 
appears on a different membrane of the Inquisition (mem- 
brane 56) from that on which the Grenborough entry is 
found (membrane 55) ; Whitnashe being at the foot of m. 56, 
Grenborough halfway down m. 55. Had the entry been 
overlooked by Dugdale, it would naturally have been inserted 
II X 
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afterwards in its proper place in his MS., where there is as 
much space as in the place in which it appears, the entries 
being made with ample space below each. The conclusion 
seems to be that it was on a loose document and that it was in- 
serted after Grenborough because it was in the same Hundred 
(Knightlow). Finally, on fo. 548 of Dugdale's MS. there is a 
pencilled note in the margin of the heading to the Inquisition 
of 1518 'in alio bundello,' which again points to. bundles of 
certificates as the source of his notes. 

The synoptical Table V. of the differences between the 
areas noted by Dugdale from the Inquisition of 1517 and 
those given in the Chancery Returns shows that Dugdale's 
additions to those Returns are 460 acres, his omissions 
563J acres. It must be borne in mind, however, that the 
added 460 acres are almost certainly due to two misreadings 
of the originals. These struck out, the omissions represent 
some 14 per cent, of the whole area of 7948 acres inclosed for 
improved tillage or converted to pasture. This probably 
represents more in proportion than the omissions from the 
Inquisitions of 1518 and 1549, because a comparison of 
Dugdale's notes of those Inquisitions with his notes of that 
of 1 5 17 shows unquestionably that the number of the original 
certificates must have been smaller, and confusion would 
consequently be more easily avoided. 

There are peculiarities in Dugdale's notes of the In- 
quisition of 1 5 18 not easy of explanation. Such are the 
cases, as at Chelmscote, Grafton, &c., in which the name 
of the incloser is entered and that of the place, but the entries 
of areas inclosed, &c., are omitted. It may be that, in sorting 
the slips, Dugdale intended to collect together the inclosures in 
one place, and forgot that he had not done so. An obvious 
objection to this is that in his notes of the Inquisition of 
1517 he does not aggregate inclosures by different in- 
closers. Moreover the omissions are not mere blanks. The 
space is asterisked, as though to signify that they were in- 
tended. An explanation may perhaps be found in the 
character of the Inquisition of 1518. The marginal notes 
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upon the Chancery Returns show that subpcenas were issued 
perhaps early in 1 5 1 8, for appearances to be entered within 
fifteen days after Michaelmas. Now the Inquisition of 15 18, 
which took comparatively little fresh evidence (see Table VIII. 
Additional Returns, 15 18), may have been in its main 
scope an inquiry into the steps which had been taken in 
the interval to remedy the cases presented in the previous 
year. Colour is lent to this view by the preface to the 
inclosures of Sir Edward Belknap at Derset and Birton ; ' Et 
sicut in priori Inq. capta ix° Henr. viij,' of which the intention 
appears to be to point to them as of capital importance and 
also to emphasise the fact that this is a repeated presentment of 
them. It might be suggested that these blanks were not filled 
up because Dugdale found at the end of the entry a note that 
the presentment had been cancelled by the restoration of the 
messuages, &c. Against this is the presentment in 1549 of 
the destruction at Wood-Bevinton of six messuages and one 
cottage assigned to the year 1506, by an incloser already 
presented in 1517, a blank having been left against the name 
of the place in Dugdale's notes of the Inquisition of 15 18. 
In the same way Sir R. Throckmorton was presented for the 
formation of Coughton Park by an inclosure of 2O5 acres 
'cum aliis terris,' &c. This was in 1517. No presentment 
appears in 1518, but that of 1549 clearly shows the park to 
have been then in existence. Similarly with the Marquis of 
Dorset's inclosure of 90 acres at Astley. It is unsafe, there- 
fore, to infer that the Returns of 1 5 1 8 comprised all cases in 
which no remedy had been applied. The Exchequer Rolls 
afford no solution of the difficulty. The only explanation 
which seems to meet all the cases is that the places omitted 
from the Returns of 15 18 or left blank by Dugdale were those 
in which an undertaking to conform to the requisitions of the 
commissioners was made, though abandoned at a later date. 
It is apparent from the decree of Chancery of July 12, 1518, 
as well as from the proclamation of 1526 (p. 489), that a 
temporising policy had been frequently adopted, while we 
know, as a matter of fact, both from the Inquisition of 1 549

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and from the language of the Statutes, as also of contemporary 
writers, that, notwithstanding the efforts of the Commission, 
the laws were largely left unenforced. 

There are features in Dugdale's notes of the Inquisition 
of I S49 which likewise demand explanation. Inclosures are 
returned assigned to a date anterior to 1517, but not included 
in that Inquisition nor in that of 1518. Such are Wood- 
Bevinton, Little Dorsington, Stretton-Baskervill, Astley, 
Fletchamsted, Griffe, Holt, and Sutton. Now, although it 
is apparent that the commissioners of 1 549 worked with the 
Returns of 15 17 in their hands, it is also certain that fresh 
evidence was taken, an illustration of which is the mention 
for the first time in the Inquisition of 1 549 of the formation 
of a pool in the meadow at Fletchamsted. Another peculiarity 
of the same Inquisition is the attribution to the legal owners 
of 1 549 of the construction of inclosures made by their pre- 
decessors in title with the date attached of the year as given 
in the Returns of 1517. A case in point is to be found at 
Walton d'Euill on p. 658. Such a method was probably 
extended to the assignment to the date already returned in 
1 5 17 of inclosures really effected subsequently, but at a date 
from its remoteness difficult to ascertain. A suspicion of this 
sort attaches itself to the inclosures at Wood-Bevinton by 
William Grey first recorded in 1549, but assigned to 1506, 
the date of his inclosures as returned in 15 17. Similarly in 
the case of the inclosures at Little Dorsington. Obviously if 
this be so, the returns of 1549 are an inadequate register of 
the inclosing movement since 1 5 1 7, a probability enhanced 
by the other circumstances of the inquiry. 

These Inquisitions throw some light upon the composition 
of Dugdale's 'Warwickshire,' so far as the inclosing movement 
is concerned. Were his notices of inclosure in that work 
taken from his notes of the Inquisitions or from the original 
certificates themselves .' About this there cannot be much 
doubt, so far at least as the returns of 1549 are concerned. 
In the case of Chelmscote (Inq. 3 E. VI.) Dugdale omits from 
his notes the name of the wife of William Walker. In his 
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' Warwickshire ' (p. 398) he gives it as Isabel, with a reference 
to this Inquisition. Again, in the case of Cougheton Dugdale 
('Warw.' p. 523) represents Sir Robert Throkmorton to have 
inclosed, inter alia, 'a certain common ground called Wike 
Wood,' apparently citing the Inquisition of 3 E. VI. as his 
authority. Now though the inclosure for the formation of a 
park of 2oi acres at Cougheton by Sir Robert Throkmorton 
is recorded in the Inquisition of 1517 (p. 450, supra), no 
mention of an inclosure by him occurs in Dugdale's notes 
of the Inquisitions of 15 18 and of 1549, nor in Dugdale's 
notes of the Inquisition of 1549 is there any mention of 
Wike Wood. The inference is that, though the form is 
different, the Inquisition of I549 as it appears in Dugdale's 
MSS. is not a transcript but notes, and that, unless Dugdale 
conformed its orthography to that of his day, it was probably 
translated from Latin. Further, his notices of inclosures in 
Warwickshire must have been based upon the original docu- 
ments and not on his own notes preserved in the Bodleian 
Library and here first published.
